1 . (Twice Amended) A composition fonereatjng therapeutic vascular occlusions in an 
animal comprising a mixture of: 

(a) Part 1 comprised of 2-hexyl cyanoacrylate, hydroquinone, p- 
methoxyphenol and phosphoric/acid; and 

(b) Part 2comprising gold metal powder, a fatty acid ester in liquid form and 
a stabilized polymer of 2-hexyl cyanoacrylate. 

5. (Twice Amended) A method for creating therapeutic vascular occlusions in an 
animal needing therapeutic vascular occlusion comprising the steps of: 

(a) Mixing together Part ^comprised of 2-hexyl cyanoacrylate, hydroquinone, 
p-methoxyphenol and phosphoric acid witn Part 2 comprising gold metal powder, a fatty acid 
ester in liquid form, and a stabilized polymer of 2-hexyl cyanoacrylate; and 

(b) administering pit mixture into a vascular site needing occlusion. 



6. (Once Amended^ A composition for creating therapeutic vascular occlusions in 
an animal comprising a ^^tugbof: 

(a) Part ycompkised of a cyanoacrylate liquid monomer, hydroquinone, p- 
methoxyphenol and phosrwaoric apld; and 

(b) Ept 2 cjefmprising a radiopaque metal powder, a fatty acid ester in liquid 
form and a stabilized molymkr of cyanoacrylate, wherein the cyanoacrylate is the same as the 
cyanoacrylate of pan 1 . 
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1 1 . (Once Amended) A method for creating therapeutic vascular occlusions in an 
animal needing therapeutic vascular occlusion comprising the steps of: 

(a) mixing ttfgetKe^art 1 comprised of cyanoacrylate, hydroquinone, p- 
methoxyphenol and phosphoric adcr wfth Part 2 comprising a radiopaque metal powder, a fatty 
acid ester in liquid form and a stamli/ed polymer of cyanoacrylate, wherein the cyanoacrylate is 
the same as the cyanoacrylate of part 1 ; and 

(b) administering the mixture into a vascular site needing occlusion. 



17. (Once Amended) A composition^* creating therapeutic vascular occlusions in an 
animal comprising a mixture of: 

(a) Part 1 comprisedW2-tfexyl cyanoacrylate, hydroquinone, p- 
methoxyphenol and phosphoric acid, >vherem the p-methoxyphenol is 1200 ppm; and 

(b) Part 2 composing a radiopaque metal powder, a fatty acid ester in liquid 
form and a stabilized polymer of 2-hexyl cyanoacrylate. 



20. (Once Amended) A compositioryfor creating therapeutic vascular occlusions in an 
animal comprising a mixture of: 

(a) Part 1 comprised^/2-hexyl cyanoacrylate, hydroquinone, p-methoxyphenol 
and phosphoric acid, wherein the p-iMhotyphenol is from 100 ppm to 1200 ppm; and 

(b) Part 2 compnsinV a/radiopaque metal powder, a fatty acid ester in liquid form 
and a stabilized polymer of 2-hexyl cyanpacrylate. 
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
